"'hith the wife of said Hawkins may have in said lande and 
tcncm('nt~ at the time of the conveyance; Provided, that 

DowerOhif~. the wife of said Hawkins, "ilall be, if 8!'C 8UM'iva him, f::nti­

tIed to dower, to the extl'nt of one-llnIf of a.ny Rnd alllnnds, 
~nd tenements which the said Huwkins may own, or tv which 
he maY,be entitled in law or in equity, at tho time of his 
death.
